He came here more particularly to 


confer -with the 'directors of the Jan- 
esville Cotton Mills in regard to some 
of *he boys and girls that are employ- 
ed in rohe factory that aire under eight- 
een years of age and .have been -work- 
ing eleven hours a day.

PULLING TOGETHER. 


The importance of pulling together 


was the prevailing sentiment at the 
•meeting of the Twilight Club, the 
other evening, and the spirit that de- 
veloped during 
the very 
practical 


session, gave evidence of the good 
faith that prompted the sentiment. 
One speaker suggested that Janesville 
had suffered in the past through lack 
of harmony in action, and that the 
time was ripe for reformation. This 
is true, and if the reformation is gen- 
nine, and every man puts his shoul- 
der to the wheel for the good of the 
city, an'era of prosperity will follow 
that will be a revelation. 


The word loyalty is a- simple word 


but wonderfully significant. It is fre- 
quently a difficult thing to practice 
from a purely voluntary standpoint 
The employe of a railroad or large 
corporation is loyal because he 
is 


compelled to be; 
he 
-works 'along 


the lines laid out for him, not always 
approving of methods adopted, but 
recognizing the 
fact' that absolute 


obedience and loyalty is demanded. 
These conditions -are true in every 
department of labor. Authority de- 
mands loyalty, in the army and navy, 
and 
in all the 
ordinary 
walks of 


life. The man or the woman is the 
"most faithful 
servant, whether 
in 


public or private service, whose heart 
is filled with loyalty. 


There is another realm outside the 


realm of service under instruction, 
where loyalty is more difficult, 
and 


responsibility more easily abandoned, 
and that is the realm of citizenship, 
and this is no where so apparent as 


' in the town where a man lives. It is 


possible for a man to be a law-abid- 
ing citizen, to be strictly honest, pay 
his debts, and his pew rent, "and yet 
be absolutely disloyal to his own 
town. 


This, class is represented b;; bath 


men- and women. People who nevei 
have a good word for their own city, 
who are constantly, .saying, 
"If 1 


could get out of the town I would move 
to some live place, where the people 
are enterprising and hustling." 


People who spend the most of theii 


money in the larger markets and -then 
wonder why the home stores never 
have anything. People who liave no 
use for the- man who is earning 
honest dollar and accumulating a lit 
tie property, tmd always rejoice when 


representatives of all other nations. 


The service is inefficient for two 


reasons. The one mentioned by the 
Sentinel, lack of 
stability, because 


constantly changing and the other, 
lack o£ compensation, which in many 
cases is simply a burlesque. 


If the congress will lop off a little 


of the "subsidy" and add it to the 
consular service, it will be the best 
day's business that will be accom- 
plished at tJie short session. 


An 
American 
representative in 


any foreign country should be paid a 
salary that will permit him to pre- 
serve not only his manh»od but his 
dignity. The salary of the average 
consul is no inducement to any one 
outside 
of the 
professional 
office 


seeker, and as a rule he represents j 
nothing but his own ambition. The j 
pay should be liberal, and the class ; 
of men selected who are thoroughly 
competent to represent tihe nation 
abroad. 


There is no class of public servants 


whose work is so important to the 
extension of trade beyond our bound- 
aries, a-s the 
American consul. 
He 


should be a bureau of information, so 
reliable that ttie business interests 
of the country could place implicit 
confidence in him. He should 
have 


a salary eqxral to the consul of any 
other nation with whom he associ- 
ates. 


The service needs reforming along 


several lines

The Humane society met last eve- 


nig in the municipal court room pur- 
suant to a call from the president. 
Although the attendance was small 
there was more than a quorum present 
and the regular business of the meet- 
ing proceeded. 
' The written report 


of the secretary and the oral reports 
of the agent and treasurer were pre- 
sented. 


Agent Kenyon's report showed that 


all complaints had been thoroughly 
investigated and the relief furnished 
when necessary. 
Twenty-one chil- 


dren had been placed to homes and 
over 2,000 miles traveled since the 
•last -report. 
Under ithe present law 


no child under three years of age is 
granted admission to the Sparta home 
The institution has abundant room 
abundant help and abundant facilities 
for caring for younger children. 


Supt. Bark of that institution urged 


the agent to bring the matter before 
the Janesville society to see if some 
legislation might not be secured to 
change existing .conditions. 
Many 


good homes would be open to very 
young children which would be clos- 
ed -against those of greater age. 


Its Mission to Educate. 


Mr. Kenyon made prominent the in- 


tuition on the part of the society to 
use mild measures where 
possible. 


The mission of tihe society was to 
educate the public into a more hu- 
mane way of thinking rather than to 
prosecute the offender. 


On motion it was decided to re- 


quest Senator Whitehead to draft a 
bill to present to the state legislature 
for the admission to the Sparta home 
of children under three years. 


The report of .the treasurer showed 


that the receipts during the 
year 


amounted to $71.25.

balance on hand of $46.25.

Postal Clerk Almost Hilled by Two Hob- 


bors, AVho Get Elch Booty- 


Texarkana, Ark., Dec. 14.—A 
bokl 


robbery ou the Cotton Belt railway 
was committed today at Bassett's, Tex., 
thirty miles south o£ Texarkana, and 
Postal Clerk John N. Dennis was al- 
most killed and the mail pouches o£ 
lis car were rifled of their contents. 
The amount stolen is not known. 
As 


the train left the Bassett's water tank 
it 6 a. m. bound north the express and 
mail cars were separated from 
the 


train, but the train crew soon 
had 


them coupled u:> again. 
In the run 


from there to Texarkana the coaches 
ivere uncoupled twice in a very mys- 
terious manner. 
Upon tho arrival of 


the train here the United States trans- 
fer clerk went to the door of the mail 
car and knocked for the postal clerk to 
open it. No response was given from 
the inside. Officials then forced an en- 
trance to the car. and were astonished 
to find the clerk, John 
N. 
Dsnnis, 


stretched upon the floor 
apparently 


dead. The registered 
packages 
had 


been ripped open and robbed of their 
contents. 
The booty was large. 
A 


physician was sent for and it 
was 


found that Dennis was alive, but un- 
conscious. There was .an ugly wound 
in the top of his head. Two hours 
after he was taken to the hospital he 
revived enough to give the details of 
the robbery. Just as the train parted 
at Bassett's tank Dennis went into the 
vestibule of the mail car to stir up 
the fire. When he opened the vesti- 
bule door hs saw two men standing by 
the stove, one o£ whom dealt him 
a 


terrible blow over the head 
with a 


heavy fire shovel. The first talov; felled 
him and he was then quickly beaten 
into a senseless condition. He knew 
nothing more until he was removed to 
the Texarkana hospital. 
Ha is in a 


critical condition. Examination of the 
car showed that the .robbers gained 
entrance by crawling through a small 
trap door in the floor of the vesti- 
bule.
